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Nepal Peace Corps 
Will Be^ Trained Here 


• AS PART OF the largest spring training prograun in the 
history of the Peace Corps, candidates for service in the tiny 
South-East Asian kingdom of Nepal will train here at the 
University between Feb. 19 and April 29. These trainees are 
part of an estimated 1,500 volunteers heading for 18 nations 

In Africa, Asia, and Latin 
America. 

While in training the group 
will reside at the Allen Lee 
Hotel, 2224 F St., NW. 

About 15 , men trained in 
forestry and about 45 teach- 
ers are telng sent to Nepal at 
the request of the Royal Nep- 
alese Government. The volun- 
teers, to be called “Nepal ni,'' 
will replace most of an earlier 
group, “Nepal I," which also 
received training at the Uni- 
versity during the summer of 
1962. "Nepal II" was trained 
at the University of Oregon 
last summer.

• THE COLONIALS mounted a 
3-3 record in holiday cage compe- 
tition, highlighted by a 77-€9 upset 
over the Georgetown Hoyaa last 
Saturday night that put the Buff 
In first place In th* area "Big 
TTiree” competition for the Letter- 
men’a ’Trophy. 

Big Joe Adamitia gave the small- 
er Georgetown squad fits as he 
scored 26 pointa and pulled down 
25 rebounds before a home crowd 
of 2400 at Fort Myar gym. 

It waa a ace-saw battle through 
moat of the gam* with the lead 
dunging hands 12 times before 
Mark Clark hit on a Jump shot 
with 4:02 to go to put the Colo- 
nials in front for go^. Then with 
the score 65-63 Adamitis hit on a 
book shot and Clark swapped a 
pair of foul* with Owen Gillen to 
keep the contest in doubt. 

Last BUaate Shots 

With two minutes to go Phil 
Aruacavage cashed in on two free 
throws and one minute later Oark 
settled the issue by adding four 
straight pointa to bring the tally 
to 75-67. 

Georgetown was hobbled by the 
absence of its leading scorer, Jim 
Christy, for the entire second half, 
but Jimmy ^roun, the Moya floor 
leader, filled In until he fouled out 
with 47 secondis to go.

• DICK DRUMMOND, switching 
jersey numbers from 44 to 21, and 
switching teams from the Colo- 
nial* to the North in the Senior 
Bowl, romped afound the field and 
scored one of the North’s touch- 
downs in a 28 fo 21 game loss. 

Playing on both offensive and 
defensive teams, Drummond played 
excellent football, gaining both on 
the ground and on the receiving 
end of passes. It waa on a pass from 
players in the country, by break- 
Utah's Bill Munson that' Dick was 
able to bull his way over the goal 
line, scoring six points for the 
North. H* also intercepted a pass 
which launched a drive for the 
North's first touchdown. 

"Mr. Double-D" earned his posi- 
tion among the fifty top senior 
players in the country by break- 
ing all previous Colonial scoring 
records. He has also been previous- 
ly drafted by the world champion 
Chicago Bears. 

He received 8700 for hi* partief. 
pation in the Senior Bowl, whila 
the winning team player* received 
$900 for their efforts.

Th* Buff 
dropped a nine-point ball-tim* 
lead with 13 minutes to go, knd 
the Bulldogs crushed th* C^niali 
with 12 consacutiv* free throws 
in the final minutes. 

GW rallied twice, narrowing tha 
margin to 74-73 with 3:53 to go 
and 82-81 with 19 seconds ’ 1^ 
but Don Gooey’s two free throws’ 
clinched the gam* for Mississippi 
Sute. 

The Gobblers of VFl handad 
GW It* third alraight defeat, 83-7«, 
on Dec. 30 in Blacksburg, Va., as 
the Colonials dropped a 46-43 hal5 
time lead. The Kift atartad givins 
up the ball without shooting, and 
VPI wasted no time in capltalls* 
ing on this ineptnes*. 

With a 68-68 score, Fnd M*d> 
ley put in a jump shot and How- 
ard Pardue made three straight 
baskets to put th* Buff perma- 
nently behind. Pardue was high 
scorer with 22 points, but Joe 
Adamitis managed a respectable

a THE MOUNTAINEERS of w4t 
Virgiida will meet the Colonial*' 
this Saturday at Washington Col- 
iseum, in the latest game of a 
aeries that stretches back to 1926.'
